I've just read the article ‘Pre-Press Procedures 
Include Cut Handling, Etc.’ by Van Courtright 
Walton and am wondering how it escaped more 
critical blue pencilling 

| am referring particularly to the opening 
poragraph. In this, the author refers to Van 
dercook as having developed an ‘‘excellent 
system’ then proceeds to condemn it as being 
impractical from the standpoint of capital in 
vestment 

This statement couldn't have been based on 
more than a limited knowledge of our objectives 
or whether “‘Lite-Base” is being accepted or re 
jected by the industry 

To make Walton's statement still more contra 
dictory, just read the subhead to the article. It 
tells equipment manufacturers to wake up and 
start making devices that will aid and speed 
premakeready procedures to hike production 
and cut costs 

| wonder how Mr. Walton would propose 
that equipment manufacturers accomplish this 
when his first paragraph intimates that thou 
sands of printers might hesitate to invest money 
in equipment to achieve this result 

In other words, the subhead lights a fire under 
equipment manufacturers to get busy and start 
moking equipment so that printers can boost 
their production and cut their costs, but the 
article cautions printers that this cannot be 
achieved without spending more money than 
they can afford 

On this subject, it’s often been said that there 
has been too much conversation and too little 
action.

Copperplate Gothic O. K. Here 

MeERALD E. Wrotstap of Buffalo, New 
York.—-Once, about a generation ago, many 
American designers, artists, and typograph- 
ers fell like the proverbial ton of bricks for 
a mode of graphic presentation that was 
based on cubism and dubbed “modern.” The 
effects achieved were most often properly 
designated as wild and weird. The whole ef- 
fort, seemingly, was toward effects simula- 
ting impressionistic art, which is anything 
but illustrative. Those were dark days. Cu- 
bist type faces flooded the market. Among 
these was one called Broadway, which we 
mention elsewhere as being the next-to- 
ugliest type face ever devised. Only Bifur, 
a French design, seems worse. Broadway 
had a short life, and is seldom seen in use 
these days. A generation before the appear- 
ance of Broadway, a crude, unattractive de- 
sign called Copperplate Gothic was devised, 
ostensibly to enable letterpress printers to 
imitate the effect of copperplate or intaglio 
work. One of the least pleasing of all types 
and one most surely dated, Copperplate 
Gothic occasionally is seen even today in 
humdrum work, usually on business cards. 
During the brief period when Broadway was 
in use, we saw only one job in which it was 
effective, and it was used for only one word 
in that item. The record of Copperplate ts 
better, and one instance of its less objec 
tionable applications is in the series of mail- 
ing cards you designed for your employer, 
William J. Keller, Inc. Here the style fits in 
with the art technique, and objections to the 
type design are minimized by its limited use 
On one card, for example, it is used only 
for the heading, “We feel like roaring.” This 
line is emphasized by a picture of a lion 
which is rather conventionalized and deco- 
rative, not primarily illustrative, and with 
which the type is in key. The point is that 
there’s a proper place for just about every 
type design, and you apparently are skilled 
enough to recognize the proper place and 
conditions for this one. However, we don't 
recommend the use of Copperplate Gothic 
to others who might not be so circumspect 
The most excellent of all the work you sub 
mit is the giant folder “America’s Finest 
25 x 38 Color Press,” printed by offset in 
black, green, and yellow on a 25- by 38-inch 
sheet of heavy antique paper. Space thwarts

Che Photon, produced by Graphic Arts 
Research Foundation, Inc., is the result 


of the collaboration of two tel | hone en 


gineers from France, René A. Higgonet 


and Louis Moyroud. As presently consti 


tured, it has three units, a keyboard 


standard typewriter telephone rela 


system, and a photographing unit. All of 


these are built into one machine 


The operation of the machine may be 
simply described by stating that copy is 
keyboarded in the same manner as it 
would be typed, Le., by inserting a sheet of 
pal pewriter and sctting 


one line it a time When the line has 


reached the preset justification range, the 
operator taps a line release ke This ac 
tuates a memor levice which has stored

The Photon has been under continual 
development for the past ten years. An 
carly model is in use in a newspaper plant 
and there 1s also one in a large commer 
cial plant. There have been many prob 
lems to overcome, and apparently most 
of these have been satisfactorily solved 
According to its producers, the second 
model, titled the Series 200, is now being 
manufactured 

Linofilm, another electronic typesetting 
machine of real interest to the trade, was 
first shown in April, 1954 by the Mer 
zenthaler Linotype Company.

Drier Reactions Important Factors in Ink Control 


@ The need for codperation between ink maker and pressman is vital 


@ Pressroom workers in ink need knowledge of driers and solvents 


®@ Prevention of sticking and offsetting problems aided by proper dryer 


The constant demand for speed and 


more speed in production is a continual 
source of harassment to the pressman 
Very few pressmen in commercial shops 
today are Riven all the ume in the world 
to produce quality printing for everyday 
work, It is usual for the pressman to find 
himself backing up a job as soon as one 
side is printed. The result of this haste 1s 
offset, smears, smudges, and other kinds of 
job dishgurements 

The area in which the printer secks to 
save time lies in how fast he can back uy 
his job. Speeding up the drying process 
calls for a wider understanding and a 
greater knowledge of the use and applica 


non of driers and solvents in inks 


Ink Maker Has Responsibility 
It is basically crue that the ink maker 
is vested with the responsibility of pro 
viding sufficient drier in the ink for a 
given stock, It is not within his province 
however, to control atmospheric changes 
occurring during the press run, Very few 


of us are fortunate enough to work in a 


plant which is perfectly air-conditione 


so that changing atmos} heric conditions 


are held to the minimum, Theretore, in 
practice it is Often necessary to dope ink 
The ink maker manufactures his inks 
nder rigidly controlled conditions. He 
wenerally uses new rollers on his proof 
presse but the pressman for whom he 1s 
preparing his ink ma be using old roll 
The rollers in the printing | lant ma bye 
waterlogged, while those on the ink man

pressman must consider. It is these factors 
which may require an addition or reduc 
tion of driers 

The majority of pressmen have never 
wie a formal study of driers and the 
reactions on different types of stock. Most 


a 
ww 


of them have been developed over a pe 
riod of years, a fairly successful trial-and 
error technique. The trouble with this 
particular method is they must use guess 
work in attempting to arrive at solutions 

Productionwise, guesswork is extreme 
ly costly. Time is lost while the presses 
stand idle, as the harried pressman tries 
to “fix” his ink. All too frequently, and 
this most of them refuse to admit, they 
not only fail to solve the immediate prob 
lem but create additional ones. In too 
many instances, sticking, offsetting, and 
drying-on-the-rollers are caused by the 
pressman himself rather than by the ink 
This is not to say that the pressman can 
not successfully dope his inks. To do so 
however, requires a competent knowledge 
of driers, how they work, and when to use 
them 

Driers are used in an ink to control the 
tume and manner of drying on a particular 
kind of stock. They are added to an ink 
by the manufacturer according to the re 
quirements of the stock, season of the 


ear, printing cycle of the press, et 


Driers are derived from metallic salts 
such as lead, manganese, and cobalt. They 
have widely divergent effects when placed 
in combination with various oils and var 
nishes, or whén placed in combination 
with each other. This means that the 
driers which are purchased by the ink 
maker, such as paste drier, cobalt drier, 
japan drier, etc., serve separate and dis 
tinct purposes. They should never be put 
into an ink indiscriminately. The press 
man must make sure that he knows what 


his problem is, and then select the drier 


Paste Driers Are Slow, Mellow 

Paste drier is a drier that will be found 
in all pressrooms. It is manufactured with 
lead, and dries from the bottom up. Driers 
with lead are mellow driers. They are in 
tended primarily for process work where 
low drying is necessary, and where the 
color must remain open to receive suc 
ceeding colors 

They do not dry hard on the surface 
and should never be added to inks which 
are expected to dry rapidly for immediate 
backuy

One-half ounce of paste drier to the 
pound of ink should be sufficient to dry 
most inks in four to six hours. The excep 
tions are yellows and peacock blue, which 
are normally slow driers. These colors re 
quire at least one ounce of paste drier to 
each pound of ink 

The pressman should also bear in mind 
that certain solvents might also be neces 
sary to hasten the drying of an ink. How 
ever, paste drier is usually so slow in its 
reactions that by itself it will not produce 
any harmful effects unless, of course, the 
pressman introduces very large quantities 


Manganese Is Used in Combination 

Manganese driers are rarely sold in a 
concentrated form by themselves. Gener 
ally, they are in combination with lead or 
cobalt driers. They are seldom used by the 
pressman in the shop, since they must be 
used in various combinations. Formula 
ting these combinations requires a chem 
ist’s skill. Therefore, it is not advisable 
for the pressman to attempt mixing the 
combinations by himself 

Manganese driers dry from the surface 
of the stock (oxidation ) rather than from 
the bottom up as in the case of lead driers 
They tend to hasten the drying of an ink 
more rapidly than do lead driers and are 
used in inks that require fast, hard, non 
scratch drying 

By not drying as rapidly as the cobalt 
driers, manganese driers dry harder, leav 
ing a much tougher film. They are used 
extensively for inks for package printing 
Here a nonscratch ink is required since it 
goes through packaging machines and 1s 
subject to rough handling 

In general, jobs which will eventually 
print on smooth-surfaced stock such as 
coated, enamel, cover, and special high 
gloss stocks, and metallic papers of vari 
ous kinds, should have inks which contain 
a combination of manganese and other 
driers, plus the necessary solvents 

Most of these papers find their way to 
binders where they are either folded by 
machine or hand, stitched, cut, or sub 
jected to a variety of finishing processes 
The constant abuse to which these ma 
terials are put means that the inks must 
withstand such pressures as nonscratching 
nonoffsetting, nonwrinkling, and stall re 
tain the hard, perhaps glossy (if desired ) 
him 

Cobalt drier is the most powerful, and 
most cflective of the driers. It 1s used as 
the base for all rapid-drying inks. It dries 
trom the surface by oxidation 


As cobalt fier 1s high! concentrated 


it must be used with extreme care. It is 


larkly colored like heavy molasses in aj 


pearance, and theretore 1s best suited tor 


lark-colored inks such as black, blue 
brown, and 


purple. In light-colored inks

Cobalt driers are used on nonabsorbent 
stocks when a hard-surfaced drier is de 
sired. It will give a scratchproof result 
even under unfavorable conditions. The 
hard drying, glossy quality of cobalt drier 
can be put to good use. In process color 
work, when blue or black are run as the 
last color, the addition of cobalt drier to 
this last color will help to dry and bind 


all the colors to the sheet 


Cobalt Drier May Crystallize 

Extreme care must be used when add 
ing cobale drier to ink, because if over 
lone, crystallization will result. This will 
create serious problems, especially if the 
job is to be overprinted. Crystallization is 
said to occur when the first ink down dries 
with a hard impenetrable surface prevent 
ing the overprinting ink from gripping 
the surface of the stock 

Cobalt drier is the one drier whose mis 
use in the pressroom creates more prol 
lems than do the jobs themselves. Because 
this drier is known to speed up the drying 
process, it is not uncommon for the pres

Years ago, japan drier was one of the 
most common driers to be found in the 
pressroom Today, ink manufacture rs are 
loathe to sell it in any form. Because of 
the problems its use Creates in the press 
room, it has been replaced by the cobalt 
and paste driers 

Japan driers are highly concentrated 
They speed drying even more than do the

Letterpress printing of foil customarily 
requires racking the sheets in trays of 


from to 100 sheets. With a smoother 
lay of ink on the offset press and with no 
beads’ on the edge of solids or type, it is 
possible to run more sheets in a pile As 
far as ink 1s concerned, however, the chiet 
limitation to foil lithography is stall off 
setung. While work containing colors 
transparent solids, and black type can be 
run into piles, large solids of white or 
other Opaque inks must be carefully 
racked 

Offset foil inks, in addition to good 
lithographic properties, must dry hard 


with no tendency to block in the pile 
They must be scratch resistant and bound 
firmly to the toil. Opaque colors must 
cover the foil and transparent inks must 
produce a brilliant effect. The hard dry 
Ing oleoresinous varnishes used in the s 
inks combine these anti-blocking and 


scratch resistant properues. For single 


color yobs and on multicolor presses, it 1s 
possible to incorporate foil nonblocking 
compounds which improve these proper 
tics stll further 

The lighttastness of transparent foil 
inks varies greatly. Blues and reds can 
be made quite impervious to fading for 
carton and display work. The transparent 
silver foil gold was a problem, however, 
ind only recently has it been possible to 
formulate an ink with good permanence 

Only color rotation and trapping re 
quirements need be considered in formu 
lating foil inks for advertising work. End 
use requirements of the label and folding 
carton industries pose additional restric 
tions, however. Here, such factors as alco 
hol resistance, scuthing and gluing must 
be taken into account, and compromises 
between maximum scuff resistance and 
the ability to take an imprint or overprint 
must be made 

Phe conclusion to be drawn from these 
considerations is that inks and techniques 
are available to lithograph toil success 
tully on sheet. or web-fed presses. Press 
speeds will be slower, however, and sheet 
handling in the delivery pile will require

By way of proof, Mr. Low told of a full 
page Sears ad involving type in 40 boxes 
This ad, he said, took three and a half 
hours for markup, Photon-setting and de 
veloping; one hour for assembly and 
reading; one-half hour for plating. He 
reported his operators average two errors 
per full editorial page 

Faulkner Lewis, production manager 
of the Macmillan Co., spoke of the pub 
lisher’s interest in cold composition as 
ideal for workbooks, illustrated texts, 
teachers’ manuals and books with much 
vertical ruling.

%& PRINTERS NOT FAMILIAR WITH TYPOGRAPHY 
HISTORY sometimes ask why the most common words, 
the, an, of, to, as, in, and, etc., are not cast on single pieces 
of type to speed up typesetting. Here's the answer: It has 
often been tried. Some books were printed with these 
logotypes as long as 200 years ago. Later on, John Walker 
founder of the London Times, tried the plan, but abandoned 
it. In theory, it was O.K.; in practice, it was found to hinder
